choice, aj>{K>int him as their head man. 
It is his duty to sj>eak and arrange with 
the Government oflieers, as well as to 
show the reason why and how the out­ 
turn baa been less than the probable 
estimate. 
It is this man who arranges 
all the transactions and money dealings 
between the cultivator and the Govern­ 
ment 
For his services he receives no 
fixed salary, but a commission upon all 
the opium he brings to the Government 
weighing stations. 
It is through his 
vigilance that illicit opium sale is frus­ 
trated. In this object he is associated 
with a native Government servant, who 
lives during the year among'the people 
•mployed upon this cultivation. This 
official is thoroughly acquainted with 
the resources of the soil, Hie state of 
the crops, and the amount of opium 
each square foot of land is capable of 
producing. 
The most vigorous rules 
and most efficient checks are enforced 
to combat any attempt at fraudulent 
sale, but the Government very wisely 
precludes, by paving high prices, illicit , 
opium traffic. 
£ot only that, but the , 
advantages enjoyed by the natives en- 
gaged in poppy cultivation are so im-I 
m ense ami of so tempting a nature 
that the natives, through fear of ever | 
losing their advantages, are not likely 
to sacrifice, even for temporary gain, 
their means of a sure livelihood.

of this work is done by himself, his 
wife, and his little ones. 
Many of 
these opium garden plots, worked by a 
mim and bis family, amount to only 
one-sixth or one-twelfth of an acre, per­ 
haps; in a few isolated instances one 
man is wealthy enough to own half an 
acre. 
There are many reasons w hich con­ 
duce to this. 
First and foremost is that 
the native docs not like to lease more 
land than he himself can plow and 
work. Even with the growth of opium, 
where so many untold advantages arc 
offered for extended enterprise, the In­ 
dian husbandman prefers to give his at­ 
tention to a tiny garden rather than to 
be pot to the exjiensc of working, with 
paid help, a few acres. 
His outlay is 
nothing; and thus he is enabled, at tre­ 
mendous profit, to grow opium for sale 
to the Government. Irrigation is sim­ 
ple. 
A rude well is sunk, two posts 
and a cross beam, over which is placed

Before the sun gilds tile horizon and 
while the dew is yet fresh on tho grass 
the family are astir, aud fmm early 
morning till evening their entire atten­ 
tion is bestowed upon their crop, either 
in weeding, watering, or picking, dur­ 
ing the day; and sometimes at night, in 
keeping wild animals from intruding 
and destroying in a single hour the la­ 
bor of years. 
Tho wants of tho husbandman arc 
but few. 
Four mud walls and a thatch­ 
ed roof compose tile family mansion; 
and in such a hovel will he live for 
generations. A scant cloth tied round 
his loins serves for coat and pantaloons. 
When he desires to appear to advant­ 
age a huge cotton sheet thrown in 
graceful folds around his body, serves 
as gala costume on occasions of groat 
festivity. 
His little children are in a 
state of utter nudity, even in the cold­ 
est weather, and when it is borne in 
mind that from October till February 
the weather is a great deal colder than 
it is in San Francisco, some idea of the 
hardy nature of native children can be 
formed. 
The women arc somewhat 
better clothed; a simple petticoat and 
a gav-colored sheet has for the last 
3,000 years formed their attire. 
But,

money 
the 
husbandman 
gains, he converts into jewelry, which 


commence, 
notice is given 
to the cultivators, and they proceed to 
tho factory, ranging themselves in a 
long line before tho examining officer. 
Some men connected with the depart­ 
ment then mix up the opium and take 
out a small quantity for examination. 
The officer, after inspection, marks the 
quality on the side of the earthen basin 
in chalk. 
The samples are again mixed 
up and tested with a solution of tincture 
or iodine. 
If it happens that tho culti­ 
vator has been attempting to adulterate 
his opium with farinaceous matter, the 
solution will discover the deceit. 
Ex­ 
perienced oflieers are alone trusted with 
this important duty, and it is expected 
of them to be able to distinguish the 
class of the opium as much by the feel 
and sight as by chemical analysis. The 
consistency of the opium is easily told 
] by a man who has been long at the 
j work by simply turning the opium over 
J with his hand or with the aid of a knife, 
j lf the opium is of a first-class quality 
| the color is of a rich brown, and it is so 
j stilt that there is some difficulty exper­ 
ienced in turning. 
The poorer the qual­ 
ity the blacker the color and the thin­ 
ner the consistency. 
After the opium has been weighed 
and filled into separate jars according 
to its quality, they are sealed up and 
dispatched to the factory, where all the 
opium is again mixed up to a certain 
consistency, and made into balls ready 
for exportation and sale at Calcutta. 
After the opium has once been deliv­ 
ered into the hands of the Government 
office, the cultivator bas nothing UMy*e 
to do. 
He is paid so much by tne 
Sound; his former advances are de­ 
uced, and the connection between the 
raiat and Government clones.

the balls arc made they are packed into 
boxes called “ opium chests” aud sent 
down to Calcutta.—Calcutta Cor.

Then, ii ever, the universe 
of suns is unrolled, deep within deep, 
until “ the immeasurable heavens break 
open to their highest,” and the behold­ 
er is lost in the boundless revelation. 
The winter constellat ions are the grand­ 
est; and among them great Orion is 
grandest of ail. 
Near it conies the 
flaming Sirius, greatest aud grandest of 
suns—as splendid still, almost, as when. 
more than 3,000 years ago (then a red 
star) it was worshiped by the ancient 
y titians —though it Iris been reced­ 
ing from us during the whole of that 
vast period at the rate of more than 1,- 
700,000 miles a day. Could any filet 
possibly present at once so impressive 
a sense of its vast dimensions and its 
unimaginable distance? It is pretty 
well demonstrated—so far as anything 
connected with an object so inconceiva­ 
bly distant can be demonstrated —that 
Sirius pours out two hundred times as 
much light (and doubtless, also, heat) 
as our sun. 
Its diameter is found to 
exceed the diameter of our sun in the 
proportion, at least, of fourteen to one, 
and to be not less than twelve millions 
of miles. 
That, for its diameter! And 
Its volume exceeds that of the sun about 
two thousand seven hundred times. No 
wonder Herscher in turning his tele­ 
scope toward that effulgent object, saw, 
before the 
glass 
reached it, what 
seemed, as he expressed it. like the 
light of dawn. What must its system 
of attendant planets be? Rising near 
it, at the end of Orion’s Sword, blazes 
beautiful Rigel. 
Nearer the zenith glit­ 
ter the Pleiades; and, following that 
splendid constellation, comes red Alde­ 
baran, in Taurus. To the northward 
shine the great northern sun. Capella 
and Vega, and many other great lumin­ 
ous centers of, to us, invisible solar sys­ 
tems of their own .—Hartford (Conn.) 
Tinus.

The Farmer's Wife. 
The work of tin* farmer’s wife is in­ 
tellectual, 
sympathetic, artistic and 
moral. In order to secure the best re­ 
sults she must be exempt from excessive 
manual labor. 
When the mental ener­ 
gies tla^ and the courage to engage in 
social duties wavers, when it requires a 
great effort to read the family paper 
magazine or the Bible, when the smile, 
that starts from the heart does not reach 
the Lice, when one is more inclined to 
seek the lounge than the open door, then 
know that you arc working too hard and 
that a diminution of that work is im­ 
perative. I know we cannot make or 
save so much money; the last payment 
on the farm, perhaps, will not lie made 
quite so soon, yet it may much sooner; 
that does not matter so niuelt. These 
results can wait, but a neat, beautified, 
happy home cannot be dispensed with 
The fanner does not say, “ when I 
have so much money iii the bank, or 
when I have paid the last dollar on my 
farm, then, and not before, will I have 
a good plow, a strong horse, alight, 
warm barn.” 
These are means to tile 
end of possessing a home free from 
debt and the road to a competency. And 
it is equally true that exemption from 
excessive work in the house that there 
may be vigor of mind, readiness and 
fullness of sympathy, is a very import­ 
ant means to the same end. 
Many sad illustrations confirm my be 
lief. Husband and wife toil early aud 
late, deny themselves many* things that 
their starving intellectual, social aud 
spiritual natures cry out for; and to each 
and every piteous cry of the enslaved 
soul, the answer intended to be cheer­ 
fully given, was, “ by and by, when we 
are better off.” That by and by is in­ 
definitely deferred. 
Incessant work 
tells its sad story. The cry is weaker. 
At length, just as the prize is within 
reach, Nature calls for her dues, the 
payment of which cannot be postponed. 
That home is bankrupt, robbed of its 
queen, its presiding genius, the cheer­ 
ful life that has flickered so long h:is 
gone out.

—Apple Jelly.—Slice the apples, 
skins, cores and all; put them in a stone 
jar with a small quantity of water to 
keep them from sticking; then place the 
jar in water and let them remain boil­ 
ing until perfectly soft; then strain and 
to one pint of the liquor add three- 
quarters of a pound of loaf sugar; boil 
and clear witn the whites of two or 
three eggs beaten to a froth. 
When it 
jellies pour into the glasses to cool and 
seal them. 
—How to Use an Oil Lamp.—Always 
keep a lamp full of oil. Never allow i t : 
to get more than half empty, as the j 
space above fills with gas, which is 
easily Ignited, especially ii the oil is not 
thoroughly rectified. Turn the dame 
down by hand as far as you can then 
give a quick, strong puff down the 
chimney, instantly extinguishing the 
small remainder of the flame. 
Never 
blow a full flame down the chimney, as 
it may be blown amongst the gas in the 
lamp aud cause an explosion. 
—The farmer’s wife, with her boys 
to clothe as cheaply as possible, ought 
to know whether the all wool goods is 
better and lasts longer than that with 
some cotton at half the price. My judg­ 
ment is you will find the half or one- 
third cotton the better goods for serv­ 
ice. 
And so on through the catalogue 
of things to buy. Buy with economy, 
with thought and care. 
Such things 
will last longer and give satisfaction ev­ 
ery time you handle them.— Gate City. 
—Pickle for Curing Meat.—To five 
gallons of water allow eight pounds of 
salt, three pounds of sugar, three ounces 
of saltpeter and two ounces of potash. 
Boil nil together until tho impurities 
from the sugar and salt rise to the top. 
skim, pour into a tub to cool and when 
cold |K>ur over the meat. The meat 
.should be killed at least twenty-four 
hours before packing and a very good 
way is to sprinkle with a little powder­ 
ed saltpeter as seton as the meat is cut 
up—this removes surface blood. 
Cranberry Pie.—There are various 
ways to make a cranberry pie; some 
make it open like a custard or pump­ 
kin 
pie. 
This 
is 
good, 
but not 
so good as to cover like an apple 
pie. 
Do not stew the berries, as some 
do before baking, but slit each berry 
with a knife. 
This will preserve the 
freshness of the fruit, which is quite an 
important tiling. 
A cupful of berries 
and an equal quantity of white sugar 
will make a medium-sized pie. Those 
who like a sweet pie should have more 
sugar, also more berries if desired. 
Bake as usual. A little flour sifted over 
the fruit gives it a thicker consistence. 
One thing should not be forgotten, add 
a small teacupful of water.

It is the glorious and inexpensive 
privilege of birds and most beasts to go 
unshod! The horse is the only excep­ 
tion. 
Even the horse, in his wild anti, 
as some term it, “ natural” state, pre­ 
fers to go shoeless. Boys, and even 
girls, at a very early age show a similar 
tendency. The first confinement of the 
foot in leather is irksome. 
Pride and 
vanity at last come to the wearer’s re­ 
lief and what at first was deemed a 
fetter becomes finally a source of de­ 
light; and the wearer is willing to en­ 
dure misery so that the shoe is a perfect 
tit. The natural tendency of the foot is 
democratic. Its inclination is to rebel 
against the slia]>e given it by the slioe- 
maker. 
No matter how deftly fash­ 
ioned, or how patrician and high arched 
the instep, nor how smoothly it conceals 
the 
uncouth, knobby and bunioned 
foot of the wearer, every boot will in 
tune assume that shape which best suits 
its own, Case and convenience. 
As in 
all cases pf -age, wrinkles will appear. 
The gradual curving fall from ankle to 
toe will bdetmie more or less abrupt or 


gradually extending to the throat 
lungs. 
Pustules form in the lining 
membrane of the septum in one or both 
nostrils. These break and leave ulcers, 
with uneven, inflamed and thickened 
edges. The ulcers in the nose increase 
in number and gradually destroy the 
membrane. There is a discharge of 
variously colored, gluey or sticky con­ 
sistency, having a tendency to dry and 
form crusts on the edge of the nostrils 
There is also a hard, nodular swelling 
of the gland, closely adhering to tho 
inside of one or both sides of the lower 
jaw. According to the progress of the 
discase more or less frequent cough 
exists. There arc two forms of the dis­ 
ease, acute and chronic, cither of which 
are highly contagious and absolutely 
incurable. 
It is fraught with much 
danger to handle such horses, and the 
saliva or the discharge from the nose of 
the horse, coming in contact with tho 
least sore or abrasion on the hand, or 
picking one’s nose or eyes with the 
lingers after handling the horse, is apt 
to cause fatal contamination.— Western 
Record. 
H ot Forcem eat.—Soak a cupful of 
stale bread in cold water for five min­ 
utes, and then squeeze it as dry as pos­ 
sible in a clean cloth; while the bread 
is soaking chop fine a tablespoonful of 
parsley or any green savory herb, or 
naif that quantity of any dried herb; 
chop also a teaspoonful of onion; put 
these ingredients with tho bread into a 
frying-pan containing a tablespoonful 
of melted drippings or butter, scAon 
them highly with salt and pepper, and 
stir them over the tire until they are 
scalding hot, when tho forcemeat is 
ready for use. 
To C ure a Sheepskin.—A sheep­ 
skin may be cured by first soaking it m 
water to cleanse it, then scraping the 
flesh side, afterward sprinkling it liber­ 
ally while wet with equal parts of pow­ 
dered alum aud salt, then folding it and 
leaving it for a week; shake it out and 
repeat the dressing, when it may bo 
stretched on a framo and rubbed until 
it is dry with a lump of chalk and a 
piece of 
pumice-stone. 
It may be 
colored before it is dry-finished by dip­ 
ping it in any liquid dye; indigo for 
blue, madder for red, quercitron bark 
or Persian berries for yellow. 
Potato 
tops, cut when in bloom and bruised 
anti pressed to extract the juice, gives 


a good yellow color to wool.—N. Y. 
Times.

A turkey 
raiser who prides himself on sending to 
market the handsomest lot of turkeys 
in his town for the Christmas market, 
tells us how he dresses his birds.

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The Boy oil tho Farm, 
Our homestead farm was one of tho 
best in New York State, located on an 
eminence commanding views of great 
beauty, surrounded by friendly and in­ 
telligent neighbors, adjacent to attrac­ 
tive villages, churches and schools. 
My fat lier jwissessed liberal views of 
life and we all indulged in luxuries in 
common with those out of debt and 
with something in 
the bank. 
My 
brothel’s and I were given opportunities 
for recreation, education and private 
enterprise. 
While yet a lad I leased 
the homestead for two years during 
which term, prices ruling high, I cleared 
over $2,000 above all farm or personal 
expenditures. 
Notwithstanding such 
favorable circumstances, often cited as 
a recipe for making boys “ stick,” none 
of my father’s children continued farm­ 
ers. 
With a fair prospect of ultimately 
owning the homestead, I left it, served 
an apprenticeship and for twelve years 
was a banker in a city. There I learned 
how easily fortunes are made and how 
easily lost. 
Learned the value of good 
digestion and of the refreshing sleep of 
him who labors under the open sky. 
Learned, when clouds threatened, when 
the waves of the panic shook my bark, 
and the sea was strewn with wrecks, 
that the farm was a safe harbor and I 
longed to cast anchor again in that 
quiet retreat, remembering only the 
I 
feasant chapters of my farm life. 
Do 
then regret having left the old home­ 
stead? No, for there discontent would 
have relaxed my energies. 
No, for I 
cannot help feeling that I am a stronger 
man than I could have been had I re­ 
mained. 
The principal cause of the 
discontent of the boys on the farm is 
this: Many of them were designed by 
the Almighty for specialties; arc en­ 
dowed with qualifications for mechanics, 
navigators, inventors, lawyers, doctors, 
clergymen, etc. 
What a wonderful provision that all 
are not born for one pursuit. 
What 
confusion and suffering would result 
were it otherwise. 
Knowing well the 
characteristics of my brothers and 
schoolmates, who did not “ stick to the 
farm,” I am confident they would have 
made poor farmers, whereas in their 
proper spheres they were successful. 
Therefore I dispute tho popular theory 
that we may advance agriculture by in­ 
ducing those boys to remain farmers 
whose natural inclinations would lead 
them intoother pursuits. 
Neither can 
I concede that the best boys leave tho 
farm. There is much in agriculture 
that may allure men of ability to pursue 
it, and many of our best balanced minds 
arc thus engaged. 
If the brother who 
follows a specialty carves a more bril­ 
liant record, it is in part for the reason 
that he boats continuously in tho same 
channel, like the tireless Niagara. 
A 
man struggling for success in a field 
wholly unsuited to his tastes and nat­ 
ural endowment is pitiable and often 
ridiculous. 
Who would thrust a child 
into such bondage? The discovery of 
our proper place^ in life being half the 
battle let us make farm homos attractive 
to the boys, but for a nobler purpose 
than to induce them to remain against 
their better judgment.

The following report for the year end­ 
ing March loth, ISIS, is submitted. 
The expenses for the year have been 
kept within the appropriation, leav­ 
ing a balance of aliout four hundred dol­ 
lars.

During the snow blockade extra teams 
were hired. The bills amounting to sev­ 
enty-eight dollars, are before you now. 
Tho Fast Side Engine Company re- 
modeled their large hose cart last fall, and 
have kept a horse all wincer at their own 
expense, an improvement the expense of 
which the company should not be allowed 
to bear alone. 
During the bad weather in the win­ 
ter it is impossible to get the hose 
carts to fires as quick by hand as they 
should be and I would suggest that tho 
west side engine house be changed to 
accommodate at least two more horses. 
The department were called oat dur­ 
ing the year seventeen times, causing a 
total loss of five 
buildings, three of 
which were beyond the reach of the de­ 
partment, and two others were beyond 
control Ik*fore 
the department were 
called. 
The total loss was iii snit sixteen thou­ 
sand dollars. A good showing, when 
fourteen thousand dollars of the loss was 
by the burning of two of the buildings 
that wero beyond control when called. 
The cause of the alarms were as fol­ 
lows: Chimney burning out, one; sugar 
boiling over, one; sparks from a locomo­ 
tive, one; children playing witli matches, 
one; oil stove, one; lamp explosion, one; 
friction of machinery, one; heat from 
stove, one; defective chimney, three; in­ 
cendiary, one; unknown, three. 
The engines and two hose carts are in 
g<iod condition, so is the Hook A: Lad­ 
der truck aud equipments. 
The two small hose carts need new 
wheels and axles. 
The hose bought iii 1877 is showing 
signs of weakness, making it necessary 
to purchase one thousand feet of new 
hose at no distant day. 
Tho members of the Fire Department 
are entitled to thanks for their prompt­ 
ness in responding to all alarms and the 
energy shown in doing hard work at all 
times.

Aid. Conrad, of the finance committee, 
made the usual favorable report on a 
miscellaneous batch of bills, which wero 
concurred in. 
On motion of Ald. Nowlau, the City 
Clerk was instructed to give tho usual 
notice of the charter election. 
Ald. Conrad called up tile question of 
increasing the City Marshal’s salary, 
which was laid over from*t!ie last meet 
iug. 
Ald. Nowlau, had beou exam iii iug 
the reoords to see whether tho Marsha 
was receiving too little pay or too much. 
He had ascertained that from August 
IO, 1880, to January I. 1881, Marshal 
Hogan had been paid by tile County 
Board fees amounting to $190.65. There 
was $165.98 more which was claimed by 
Marshal, and disputed by the Board, but 
woald probably be allowed, making tho 
total fees from the county $302.63,for tho 
four and two-thirds months. Added to 
this was Hie salary paid by the city $35 a 
month, amounting $163.32, swelling the 
t ital to $625215. Still further was to be 
aided the cash received for costs paid 
into the Police Coart, $101.5!, making 
the grand total $627.49, for four and two- 
thirds months. 
From these figures it appears tliat the 
Marshal has already received in cash for 
that time $98.89 a mouth, and if he se 
cures the claim in dispute, which he will 
undoubtedly, his receipts would $134.62 
per month.

A BO U T (SUICIDE!*. 


To the Editor. 
On Friday last, Myron H. Webb, a 
worthy citizen of the town of Harmony, 
gave me the sad tidings cf the death of 
his brother, B. J. Webb, by his own hand. 
I was requested to conduct a religious 
service at the funeral, on Sunday, at IO a. 
rn. He was to send a team for me, but 
it did not come, owing unquestionably 
t > the heavy fall of snow Saturday and 
Saturday night. 
Deaths by suicide are quite common, 
a id the opinion has I ee l expieased that 
they are much more frequent now than 
f »rmerly. 
An I many have lieen the 
guesses concerning the cause or causes 
of the suicidal mania. But are Ruch 
cases.increasing? A gentleman (Benja­ 
min Vaughan Abl writ) has recently been 
considering the question,subjecting “the 
opinions, guesses and partial statistics 
on tho subject or silica'e . to analysis, ai d 
finds 
good 
grounds 
for 
tin* 
conclusion that people are not more in­ 
clined to make way with themselves than 
formerly.” 
In these days of speedy transmission 
* if news, much greater publicity is given 
to the cases referred to, and they may 
thus seem to be more frequent; when as 
K 
a matter of fact the supposed increase, 
taking the rapid mcrease of our popula­ 
tion into the account, is more apparent 
than real. It would be interesting to 
got full statistical facts on this subject, 
and they will likely lie produced in duo 
time. 
Did ever a person in a normal or sane 
condition, lay violent hands upon him­ 
self? It is of course possible that under 
certain peculiar circumstances such a 
thing might chance to be. In law, sui­ 
cide is spoken of as “ the deliberate and 
intentional destruction of one’s self by a 
person 
of 
years 
of 
discretion 
aud in his senses;” while “ self-slaughter 
by an insane man, or a lunatic, is not an 
act of suicide within the meaning of the 
law.” But law, so called, is not always 
above criticism. In all ordinary cases of 
suicide, mental aberration, under one 
form or another, is without any question 
tile pnxluciug cause. 
Reasons for this 
statement are numerous, but I will not 
a^k space in which to enumerate them. 
I would like, however, to make reference 
to one fact bearing on this question. 
A gentleman, formerly well known to 
many of our citizens, for a brief period 
residing in the city, and for several years 
on his farm near here, an intelligent and 
worthy man, made several attempts to 
commit suicide before 
he succeeded^ 
Once with a razor lie indicted a ghastly 
wound upon Ilia throat. Physicians vrerc 
immediately called, and his life 
was 
saved. 
His family and friends were 
not more anxious for 
his 
recovery 
than the unfortunate patient himself 
When he drew the keen blade across his 
jugular veins, ho was not, according to 
legal parlance, “in his senses.” W hen the 
blood began to How, lie “came to himself,” 
according to scripture parlance, and in 
his “rigid mind” had still a desire to live 
—whereas, in his abnormal condition fife 
seemed a burden too hard to be borne. 
Insanity is clearly at the bottom of the 
suicidal practice. 
It often happens that those who seek 
self-destruction are persons of great mor­ 
al worth. Two eases are fresh in my 
recollection, for I conducted religious 
services in reference to each. They were 
women of unquestioned purity of heart 
and life, heartily esteemed and loved by 
all who knew them. Miss N. S. was an 
early resident of Janesville, living with 
her brother, Dr. G. S. She was amiable 
intelligent, accomplished, fitted to grace 
the most refined social circles. She be­ 
came tired of life aud died by her own 
hand. The other, a more recent case, 
Miss M. S., was a young woman of rare 
virtues and varied 
attainments, well 
known, and loved by a large circle of 
friends in this city. In a period of de­ 
lirium, looking upon life as a burden, 
she relieved herself of its heavy load. 
The young man Webb was of good re- 
into, and was connected with some of the 
lost families of Harmony. 
Says tho poet Campbell: 
They dread to meet theo, poor unfortunate! 
Whot*e crime it was, on life’s unfinished road 
To feel the step-*lame buffetings of fate, 
And render back thy being’s heavy load. 
Ah! once, perhaps, the s**cial passions glowed 
In thy devoted inborn—and the hand 
That smote its, kindred heart, might yet be 
prone 
To deeds of mercy. Who may understand 
Thy many woes, poor suicide, unknown! 
Tho time has been when theology was 
good deal sterner than it is to day. 
Jnce it dealt out endless damnation with 
a very lavish hand. It was particularly 
severe upon tho suicide. For tho “self- 
murderer” in tho world to come there 
not so much as the shadow of a 
nope. 
For 
others, 
the 
vilest 
of 
the 
vile, 
there 
was 
offered 
the opportunity, by a “ death-bed repent­ 
ance,” to “ escape from hell and fly to 
heaven.” But to the suicide this ex­ 
treme opportunity was denied. His case 
was pronounced a hopeless one. But, 
thanks to the Infinite Love, to the high­ 
er enlightenment, and the enlarged and 
enlarging human sympathy of the glori­ 
ous nineteenth century, the beliefs of 
men, in. contradistinction 
from their 
creeds, are far less savage than formerly. 
There can scarcely be found, probably, a 
person of deep sympathy and true piety 
who would bo willing to say that tile last 
sad act of the unfortunate suicide sealed 
his doom in utter anguish of spirit for 
eternity. Thank God for tho light that 
is shining with increasing brilliancy 
from the divine word, and for the truth 
that shall at last secure a grand triumph 
over all error and wrong.
